Called the Dr-Lok anchor bolt, 
the new product eliminates the 
bend, or bead, at the base of 
thf> -conventional anchor bolt. 
This enables contractorg to aet 
the aills immediately after pour­ 
ing the foundations, and to hand 
place the bolt* into the concrete 
through, pre.-drilled holes in the 
aills. _

Mr. Croft aaid the nimlified 
placemen* procedure represents

a considerable savings to tha 
contractor in time and labor 
costs by eliminating the follow­ 
ing steps:

.1. Prepositioning of bolts in 
foundation forms before pouring 
concrete.

2. Pouring concrete afound the 
bolts.

8. Removing suspension wood­ 
en washers used to hold holta 
in place while pouring eoncrete.

The new foundation bolt will 
be manufactured from hot, rolled 
round steel bar whose surface is 
alternately plain and Di-Lok pat­ 
terned in specific lengths, Mr. 
Croft said.

Aa a former traffic engineer 
for the Ofty of Minneapolis, I 
wovld DIM to remark on the in- 
ajtallatton of mme of the traffic 
«ontrola now being installed in 
Torrance. I have recently pur- 
rhaaed a home at 3802 W e a t 
185th Street, so feel I have a 
personal interest in what I think 
is best for the community.

The signals now being in­ 
stalled at 182nd St. and Prairie 
!Ave. are definitely out of favor 
with both the National Safety 
Council and the National Traffic 
Safety Council. Signals suspend­ 
ed toward the renter of an in­ 
tersection, especially where the 
comers have "STOP" signs 
cause a very severe hazard. The 
driver will invariably stop for 
the siprn and then proceed, if the 
driver is driving one of the late 
«ar* vhrre visibility upward is 
difficult. This, you can be sure 
i" going to be a frequent caua 
«* accidents, or, where peop] 
are crossing the street, a pedea 
trian hazard. The Safety Cmm 
c-ila have recommended only th 
corner type of signal, and on 
where the driver is instructed 
by the performance of the signa 
ACROSS the street from the di 
rection in which he is proceed 
ing.

I refer you to a book publisher 
by myself and the staff of th 
Minneapolis City Engineer's I)« 
part.ment covering three year 
atudy of traffic trends and the 
elimination of driving hazard 
which might be prevented by 
proper signalization of interaer. 
rions. This survey was nnderwrit 
ten by the Work's Progress Ad 
Ministration and directed by the 
National Safety Council with su 
perviaory personnel from the.Kn- 
jfineenng Department of,''the 
City of Minneapolis. The survey 
Included both automobile and pe 
deatrian counts, tb« study of 
Mgh-arcldwif, intersections, a n ii 
exploratory work in placing of 
various typos of controls to as 
rert*fn which wert the most ef 
f active In reducing hazards. 8,000 
men were maed, hi the study, and 
the results wert quite enlighten­ 
ing.

As far as eosts are *onc«rned, 
I know they are high. The costs 
In property damage and personal 
injury are even higher, and it 
seems to me that inasmuch as 
you are installing a certain con 
trol, It should be properly done, 
even though the rost is higher. 
I/ens important work might be 
postponed until later in order to 
install the proper type of eontrol.
